1 was bom in Vancouver. Washington on September 25. 1948. the only kid of Basil and Honor Wolverton. and I 
started fiddling around with a pencil and paper shortly thereafter. During my subsequent early childhood. 1 
devoted much time to oggling my dad’s hundreds of comic books, dating back to the early thirties, most of 
which contained his work. While most comic artists resided in New York or thereabouts, my father chose to 
remain in Vancouver and work through the mail, where he still resides. (In Vancouver, that is, not the mail.) His 
most popular sci-fi comic work. Spacehawk, ran in Target comics in the early forties. Powerhouse Pepper was his 
most popular humor feature, which ran from 1942 to 1949. In 1946 he achieved fame by winning first prize in 
Al Capp's Lena the Hyena contest, in which cartoonists competed nationally to see who could do the best 
rendition of Lower Slobbovia's ugliest woman. This opened the way for lots of caricatures, and some wonderfully 
gruesome fantasy material. Later his work appeared in MAD and other publications. Most of his time for the 
last 15 or 20 years has been devoted to work for Ambassador College Press, although he hasn't done a great deal 
of work recently because of health problems. Given this background. I was heavily into art. photography and 
music throughout school. In high school I played lead guitar for a small rock band called “Me and the Rest of 
’Em". (That way we could all have the honor of being "Me".) My musical career was preempted by college in 
1966. At Ambassador College, in Pasadena. California, which is where 1 went, they had very little art curriculum, 
but 1 worked 20 to 25 hours a week in their publication art department, and also did a weekly strip for the 
campus newspaper. After graduation in 1970 1 kept my job with the art department and worked from paste-up 
man to graphic designer to assistant art director. Meanwhile, growing increasingly frustrated with just plain 
graphic design. I started freelancing some cartoon work here and there. The fact that 1 had chosen to continue in 
my father’s style, or at least my own version of it. helped me break into the field. In 1977 I decided it was time 
to devote all my time to cartooning, so. terminating my employment in California. 1 took up residence back in 
the Pacific Northwest, where there are many wet, slimy things in the woods to draw. My vehicle history goes like 
this: In high school I drove a '63 Chrysler with a 383 and push-button drive. The tranny quickly became ruined 
by my abusive driving techniques. 1 bummed rides in college, after which I owned a Plymouth Duster with a 
domestic, reliable slant six. I sold that and bought my neighbor's '62 bathtub Porsche, which 1 had for 3 sears. I 
redid the interior and exterior, and did lots of insanely fun driving on the hairpin-curvy roads of the San Gabriel 
mountains. In 1977 I reluctantly sold the Porsche and bought a Volvo wagon for the moist Northwest. Well, at 
least it has mags. And fuel injection. So you see. you must tell Ellefson you like my work so he'll buy more and 
1 can buy another Porsche, preferably a Turbo Carrerra. 1 have one wife. Kayte. and one six-vear-old daughter. 
Monika, who is exhibiting a tendancy to draw strange things, which 1 intend to encourage. We also had several 
pets at one time but we ate them.
